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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

Improper format of content of specification.

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Takenouchi et 
al (PN 5,561,081). 

In figure 6 Takenouchi et al illustrates a laser irradiation apparatus with a lens for 
dividing the laser beam in one direction and an optical system for overlapping the 
divided laser beam, wherein the laser beam entering the optical lens system has edges. 



Claims 2-4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior arts alone or in combination discloses a laser irradiation 
apparatus having the structural combination of an optical system with a lens for dividing 
the laser beam in one direction, an optical system for overlapping the divided laser 
beams and a slit between the beam source and the lens or having the width of the 
optical system for dividing the laser beam narrower than the maximum width of the laser 
beam before being divided nor having the lens for dividing the laser beam shielded.
